Here are some interesting facts 
about Comanche and Comanche 
County picked up here and there 
without any regard as to se­ 
quence of time.• • 
The present county jail was 
erected In Comanche in 1903 by 
Martin dc Moodie, contractor, for 
$27,000. It was built of native 
sand stone three stories high, 
and when It was completed it 
was considered .ttie best Jail in 
Texas between Fort Wtorth and 
El Paso. It was fireproof, heated 
with hot water. It has separate 
cells for women, men, boys, mis­ 
demeanors. criminals, felons, and 
lunatics, and wandering trans­ 
ients without any vUable means 
of support (to be held until they 
agreed to leave town). 


The Jail also has sewage, a 
hospital room, a scaffold for 
hanging, living quarters for the 
Jailer, and a dining room. 


The present courthouse was 
completed in 1940 and It was 
Partly a WPA project with the 
cwnty paying the balance and 
at the time of completion was 


regarded as one of the best in 
Texas outside the big cities.

present courthouse a county-wide 
election «'as held on whether the 
county seat remain at Coman­ 
che or move to De Leon.
